‘Skeena MP 


Argues For 


Fed. Vote 


OTTAWA. — Frank How- 
ard, CCF MP for Skeena, 
has proposed a bill to give 
the Canadian Indian a vote 
in federal elections. . 


He received qualified support 
from two Progressive Conserv- 
atives, Jack Wratten, Brantford, 
Ont., and Julian Bigg, Atha- 
baska, Alta. 

Mr. Howard said approval 

of his bill, draftéd in such a 

way that the franchise for the 

Canadian Indian would not 

cost him his treaty rights, 

would be an important step 

toward giving the Indian a 

greater role in Canadian so- 

ciety. ; 

Mr. Wratten supported the 
principle pf the measure, but 
said Indias are divided on the 
question. 

Mr. Bigg said “we must offer 
the Indian the vote. but on his 
own terms.” 

Indians had not been given 
equality with the white man 
and some of them resented this. 

“Indians are in no position to 


understand our ways because 
they have never been given 


equality,” he said Indians 
should be made the equals of 
the white before any attempt is 
made to give them the vote. 

British Columbia, Ontario, 
Nova Scotia, Newfoundland and 
New Brunswick already had 
given Indians voting rights in 
provincial elections. 

Mr. Howard said some un- 
founded fears had _ preceded 
granting these voting rights. 
But the experience in BC had 
been that in the 1949 provincial 
election—the first at which In- 
dians were allowed to vote— 
greater attention was paid by 
candidates to the needs, de- 
sires and rights of Indians be- 
eause they constituted a body of 
voters. The same was true in 
Ontario.

Prime Minister John Diefen- 
baker, when he was leader of 
the Opposition in Ottawa took 
a firm position that Indians 
have a right to go directly to 
the Queen with their grievances, 
a prerogative with which the 
Canadian government cannot in- 
terfere. 

His stand was made clear dur- 
ing a debate in the House of 
Commons a few years ago when 
118 Hobbemas were threatened 
with expulsion from their. res- 
ervation in Alberta. Their peti- 
tion to the Queen was side- 
tracked to the Department of 
Citizenship and Immigration at 
that time and brought harsh 
criticism from spokesmen from 
the Progressive Conservative 
Party. .

to direct petitions to the Queen 
and that it cannot in any way 
be interfered with regardless of 
the relationship which Her Ma- 
jesty’s government in Canada 
bears to her?” 


Later Mr. Diefenbaker’ ex- 
plained that Indians, as wards 
of the British Crown had the 
prerogative enjoyed by no other 
Canadian of “going to the foot 
of the throne for redress of 
grievances.” 


“It is no doubt a right that 
has been diminishing over the 
years,” he admitted, “but I still 
believe it is there.” 


“We feel that aboriginal 
rights of the Indians go bevond 
the interpretation placed there- 
upon by Federal authorities 
and that those rights are inher- 
ent and should apply to com- 
mercial as well as_ industrial 
and domestic uses when deal- 
ing with Indian Fisheries. 

“We further feel that we 
should enjoy the same rights 
and privileges as our brethren 
to the South. 


“We therefore strongly urge 
the Federal Government to use 
every means available to bring 
about these changes so needed 
by the British Columbia 
Coastal Indians, especially in 
this day of sagging economy 
when the Indian is limited in 
his earning capacity and when 
he is not in the position to en- 
joy some of the benefits from 
unemployment Insurance’ ac- 
corded to the ordinary citizen. 

“We appeal to the Fisheries 
Department to request the 
Federal Government to have 
the Regulation pertaining to 
Closure of the salmon season 
from October 31 to April 15 
immediately repealed and fur- 


thermore we request that the 
said Department review the re- 
ciprocal agreement with the 
United States Government and 
thus accord our Indian fisher- 
men the same privileges en- 
joyed by those in the Pacific 
Coastal United States.”

for 9,000,000 acres in North 
Dakota,” he said. “These fel- 
lows think it’s a joke, but I’m 
not fooling.” 

If that does no good, La Fon- 
taine said, he will offer to sell 
9,000,000 acres of oil-rich land 
in north-central North Dakota 
to the Russians. 

“T'm not going to the Rus- 
sians to beg,” the Indian said. 

To back up his claim to the 
land, La Fontaine went to a re- 
searcher in Indian history at 
the University of Minnesota. 

Professor Helen P. Mudgett, 
an author and teacher of eco- 
nomic history, said it was true 
“some of the land that belonged 
originally to the Little Shell 
band was put into the public 
domain without going through 
the formality of making a 
treaty. 

“T did not say they (the Indi- 
ans) own the land now,” she 
said. “But there never was the 
same kind of transaction ar- 
rangement as was supposed to 
be made for all tribes.”

Maybe it is 
because I am feeling old, tired 
(only today-tomorrow the sun 
will shine again). 

You know when we “oldsters” 
get to the end of the trail there 


are days when we get tired, 
tired of fighting, tired of trying 
to tell you what we _ have 


learned by our mistakes, tired 
of having to pay “two by two” 
the things we did “one by one.” 

Maybe this isn’t my day to 
write—but—ever since it hap- 
pened, I wanted to pay this 
tribute — for as the Sergeant 
said to Gunga Din: “You’re a 
better man than I am, Gunga 


Din.” 

I saw a magnificent Indian 
who has been fighting Death 
(a thing that all of us must 
face at the End of the Trail) 
“someday.” I saw this man 


who has been fighting death for 
several years. I know of 11 or 
12 times he has been earried 
off to the hospital since Janu- 
ary 1959, get out of his sick bed 
and the brave voice that always 
rang out with strength and 
force, whispered to a_ huge 
crowd that did not know he had 
come from the hospital, words 
of welcome and _  encourage- 
ment to his boys, to the Buck- 
skin Gloves he had founded, 
so that they would carry on. 
Salutations, Andy.

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Nass Fishermen Want 
More Time for Salmon 


Indian salmon fishermen in 
‘ the Nass River area have called 
on the Skeena River manage- 
ment committee for a minimum 
three-day fishing week during 
the four week period from June 
28 in place of the two day week 
~ | proposed by the committee. 
“We believe ... that the 72 
and 96 hour weekly closures to 
be more than sufficient to pro- 
vide for a salmon escapement 
to the Skeena and Nass spawn- 
ing grounds,” a brief presented 
by Nass River vice-president 
| Hubert Doolan stated. 
Authored by Frank Calder, 
legislative chairman of the Nish- 
ga Grand Councils, the docu- 
ment urges stricter enforce- 
ment of regulations, an end to 
malpractices among fishermen 
and fish buyers and raises ob- 
‘ jection to Alaskan fishermen 
being permitted to operate on 
their side of the international 
boundary while adjoining Can- 
adian areas are closed. 


The brief calls for adequate 
notice of closures, arrangement 
of openings to coincide with 
fishing tides, and careful inspec- 
tion of fishing licences and In- 
dian fish permits for home con- 
sumption during the fishing sea- 
son. 

The brief, outlining views of 
Native fishermen and_ shore- 
workers from the Nass River 
area, also proposed: 

1. Heavy penalties should be 
imposed upon fish buyers who 
deal out liquor to fishermen as 
favor for fish deliveries. 

2. Quality of salmon deliv- 
ered by fish buyers be carefully 
inspected relative to fresh 
water salmon. 

3. Heavy penalties should be 
imposed upon fishermen who 
use another person’s name when 
selling fish to a fish buyer. 

4. Commercial fish permits 
for home consumption be care- 
fully inspected where possible 
during the fishing season.

Bay and dis- 
trict are being canvassed with 
the object of raising $2,500.
